The large-scale tree planting 
effort which accompanied Jewish 
settlement this century is asso- 
ciated with the Jewish National 
Fund (Keren Kayenet).

Thought to be originally a synagogue of the so- 
cond or third centuries C.E., its plan is similar to 
contemporary synugogues fotind in Galilee and the 
Golan. Until recently, & stone lintel nearly two metres 
Jong, and engraved with ἃ design of a graceful, two- 
handled oi! jar flanked by garlands, lay close to the 
mosque’s outside wall. A few months ago the lintel 

peared, but it was discovered buried in a ficld 
and removed to the Rockefeller Museum. 


with an cight-metre-wide central nave and two sides 
aisles each three metres broad. The fine mosaic flours 
of both churches are covered with carth in an effort 
to prevent tho ravages of the weather and of human 
mischief, while the protective cement structures 
above them, now sadly dilapidated, were erected by 
the archaeaologists who worked there in the 1920's. 

Close to the basilica, at the fout of the tel itself,

Khirbot Seilun, situated some 800 metres above 
sea level, rises in typical tel formation and spreads 
over an area of approximately 35 dunams. Part of 
the city wall is atill visible, and in the three soctions 
excavated by the Danish expedition yuu ean identify 
rooms, heaten earth floors, and other artefacts. 

The site of biblical Shiloh was located with eer- 
tainty more than a century ago, and in the 1920s 


the Temple in Jerusalem under Ezra and Neheminh. 
From then, potsherds, coins and other finds show 
ahnost. continuous settlement until the final Mosiem 
vielory over the Crusaders, An unexpected item 
from beneath one of the carly houses was a scat- 
toring of earthenware shards from the time of the 
Patriarchs-

Dr. Kjaer was convinced that Jam'ia cs Sittin wan 
indecd an varly synagogue, prubably crected over 
the traditional grave of Ili the priest and his sons, 
Hophni and Phinchas. He paid particular attention 
to the two Byzantine churehes, and found that the 
one called the Basilica — the one nearer tho tel —

From Bible narrative, pilgrims’ records, cxcavat~ 
tions aud various documents, Shiloh's history can be 
traced. Beginning around 1250 B.CE., when Joshua 
brought the children of Israel into the Promised 
Land, it started when ἃ permanent camp was struck 
on what was a small Canaanite settlement. There the 
Tabernacle way set up, and there "the tribes of the 
children of Israel divided for an inheritance by Jot 
in Shiloh before the Lord, at the door of the taber- 
nacle.” Joshua 19:51. 

Shiloh continued to be the spiritual centre of the 
embryo Hebrew nation, and the first book of Samuel 
tells how Elkanah and his childless wife, Hannah, 
‘vent to worship and to sacrifice unto the Lord of 
hosts in Shiloh,” and how Hannah later took her in- 
fant son, Samuel, and “brought him unto the house 
of the Lord in Shiloh." 

Around 1050 B.C.E., when the boy Samuel lived 
in Shiloh with the aged priest Eli, and his two sons, 
the Philistines attacked. It was declded to “fetch 
the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord out of Shiloh” 
on to the battlefield, but the Ark was captured by 
the enemy and Shiloh’s star began to wane. 

Biblical literature next mentions Shiloh: as the 
home of the prophet Abhijah, who lived in the latter

part of Solomon's reign in the tenth century ΒΟ Τὰ. 
It seems to have remained inhabited for  soveral 
hundred years, but in the sixth century B.C.E. it 
must have been in ruins, for Jeremiah, in chapter 
7, verse 12, tells how the Lord warns the nation 
to mend its ways. “Go ye now unto my place which 
was in Shiloh, where I set my name at the first,” 
he says, “and see what I did to it for the wickedness 
of my people Israel."

“when was the Tora given?” 
“In Sivan," he answered. 
“That means in summer, does 

it not?” 

“Yes,” 

“I thought so,” said the 
waggoner triumphantly. “It 
does not rain in summer. Had 
it been given in winter, when 
it rains, it would have been 
decided in my favour." 


Actually, like a _ host of 
these homely Yiddish stories 
and proverbs, this one is firm- 
ly based on a Midrash quoted 
by Rashi, On the verse in Exo- 
dus 13.4, “Today ye are going 
forth, in the month of spring” 
the Midrash says, “Did the 
not know in which mont 
they emerged from Egypt? 
But the purport of the verse 
is as follows: “Consider the 
loving kinduess which God has 
shown you in that he brought 
you out in a month which is 
the most pleasant of the yenr. 
Neither the heat of summer, 
nor the cold of winter, nor 
during the rainy season.” 

The more 1 consider the 
fascinating homilies of the 
Rabbis on the phenomena of

gap for the Incompleteness of 
our knowledge.” That was ‘how Die- 
trich Bonhoeffer, the radical Pro- 
testant theologian who was killed 
by the Nazis for his opposition to 
Hitler, criticised the prevalent coa- 
temporary popular view of religion. 
Bonhovffer argued ina letter he 
wrote from 4 Nazi prison, which was 
published posthumously in "Lettera 
and Papers from Prison" (London, 
Fontana, 1959), that God should 
be found "in what we do know, not 
in what we don't—not in outstand- 
ing problems but in those we have 
already~ solved." He opposed the 
tendency to solve the conftict be- 
tween sclence and religion by point- 
ing’ to religion 88 the answer to the 
questions that science has been un- 
able to tackle. In the first place, it 
simply was not true that these ques- 
tions could be anawered only with 
the ald of religion. It was possible 
to find answers that left God out 
of the picture. But, more Important, 
JE was wrong to use religion and 
God to prop up our Inowledge of 
nature."We must not walt until we 
are at the end of our tether.” God 
ia at the centre of life, not merely at 
ita fringes, and religion is misused 
when It is‘transformed into a riddle- 
solving agency. 

Tt has been the overriding ten- 
dency of contemporary religious 
Establlahments to fend off critlcism 
of religion by pointing to its role in 
solving those problems of man that 
were still untouched by the advan- 
cea of aclence and technology. Bon- 
hovffer regarded this as a desperate 
attempt to carve a niche for rell- 
gionIn what has become a secular 
socicty. Instead, he pleaded for a 
head-on confrontation ‘nwhich rell- 
gion wilt stake out tts claim to the 
care of human life. 

Some modorn theologians have 
taken up ‘thia challenge with so much 
guato that they have swamped reli- 
glon with every conceivable “new™ 
idea. Nothing appears to them to 
be jncompatlble with thelr dnter- 
pretation of religion so long as tt 
Js suficlentiy new and fresh and 
radical or— to use an overworked 
fashlonable word — relevant. 

In the course of this frantic 
acarch for relevance, the “radical” 
theologians often reduce the mean- 
ing of religion toa string of vacuous 
‘Phrases about “the individual's mani- 
folu Insights,” or almilar “meaning- 
ful" pronouncements which give the 
appearance of a mysterious and baff- 
ling game of words but leave the 
question of religion precisely where 
it was. With all their talk of 
secutar men asd secular society 
and their insiatence_ that 
“contemporary thought 18 secular,” 
they continue to write of religion as 
ifitwere aclosely guarded mystery 
that can be grasped only by ‘theo- 
logians who enjoy cach other's eso- 
terle rhetoric.

‘OHN Cogley's clear-headed and lu- 
eld analysis of the situation does 
much to counter the opaqueness of 


most religious writing. RELI 
GION IN A SEOULAR AGE 
(New York, Mentor, 208 pp, 
81.258) is an unpretentious and 


workmanlike ibook, providing 
a sound selection of the necessary 
{information on what is happening 
today to religion the world over. 
The first part describes the “many 
faces of religion" in a systematic 
and succinct manner. The second part 
deals with the problems Inherent in 
the clash between religion and mo- 
dernity and the religious responses 
to modernity. Cogley haa achicved 
the remarkable feat of compressing 
Ὁ vast amount of information with- 
out getting shallow, The same can- 
not he said of Arnold ‘Toynbec's 20- 
page preface,in which he once again 
demonstrates how right the wags 
are when they aay that among his- 
torlnns Toynbee [5 an excellent theo- 
logian and: that to theologians he 
shines as an hiatoriun, In this preface 
Toynhee trips over his sweeping 
and trite generalisations about high, 
low, universal and tribal religion. 
But John Cogley sets out cogently 
the Isdues of modern: secularization

and analyses the pros and cons of 
the varfous approaches that have 
evolved in recent years ‘to thease 
lggues. 


If Toynbee's bheology Is merely 
shallow, some of radical theolog- 
Jans' Orwelllan double-think about 
“religionless religion” and “God Is 
dead" is intellectually obnoxious. 

These are ‘headline-catching phra- 
ses wiliuch ore always misleading ond 
often dishonest. The “God is deed" 
terminology is utterly misleading 


‘unless it is subjected to a serioua 


analysis and duly surcumscribed 
and qualified, And it is clearly dlaho- 
neat to call “Christian ‘theologian" 
@ person who belleves only in human 
existence and relationships, who 
rejects any kind of faithin God, and 
who describes ‘himself as a “Christ- 
‘lan athelst.” No wonder it took a 
brillflant and fmaginative Indian 
writer ‘to make the most successful 
attempt tocometo grips with these 
men. 

Philosophers obviously have nopa- 
tlence for atheologianwho declares 
God non-existent and then goeson 
to erect a theology on the basis of 
God's non-existence. But Ved Mehta, 
a blind young Indlan writer who 
studied at Oxford and Harvard, and 
lives in England, was fascinated 
by the radical theologians. Earlier 
he had written a book, “Fly and 
the Fly-Bothle," on contemporary 
British philosophers and historiaws,’ 
in which he reported on the Idio- 
syncrasies of the lingulatic philo- 
sophers andthe internecine quarrels 
of the historians. He now applied 
‘his quality of sympathetic percep- 
tlon combined with 8 wry sense of 
humour and Indian equanimity to 
clear up what had been obfuscated 
by the startling headlines in news- 
Pacers, mystical expositions in (of 
all places) "Playboy" magazine and 
jn scholarly books with unlikely 
titles "The Secular Meaning of the 
Gospel”) and mystifying termino- 
logy ("atheist religion"}. He de- 
olded that reading their books would 
lead him nowhere, so he interview- 
ed them in the U.S. and in Britain, 
and even went to Germany to speak 
to Pastor Hberheard Sethge, Bon- 
hoeffer's closest friend and the editor 
of hia “Lettera and Papers from 
Prison."' He set down the reportof 
‘hig conversations and impressions 
la 2 brilliant but bemused book, 
appropriately entitled THE NEW 
THEOLOGIAN (London, Penguin- 
Pelican, 222 pp., 6a). Emerging 
from this thicket he wondered whe- 
ther the New Theologian was “re- 
treating before therush of disaffec- 
tien all around him,” and he offered 
some classical Biblical solace. He 
euggested thet they remember how 
the Paalmist cried in despair and 
doubt, “Out of the depths heve I 
eried unto thee, O Lord,” and yet 
praised God no less devoutly.

Roser Arthur Lelyveld has taken 
an entirely different tack, Un- 
like Ved Mehta, the objective out- 
sider, Lelyveld is rabbi of a Reform 
congregation in Claveland and he 1s 


concerned to clarify the Jewish po- - 


sition vis-d-vie radical theology. In 
his ATHEISM 18 DEAD (Cloveland, 
Merldian, 209 pp., $8.95}, Lélyveld 
. IERIE: 
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starts off with an attempt to under- 
stand this theology and to present 
it objectively.He podntaup the logi- 
cal confusions inherent In the writ- 
ings of William Hamilton and Tho- 
mas Altizer. To say, for instance, 
that God is dead ‘and religion [8 
dead but not Christianity ‘sounds 
more IWkeparody than stralght rea- 
soning. But Lelyveld thinks that the 
main thrust of the radical theolo- 
gy is in its critique of contenrpora- 
ry society. That is why he singles 
out Harvey Cox and his “The Secular 
Chty"(New York, Macmillan, 1965) 
for detalled discussion. 

Lelyveld praises Cox for hia brill- 
tant, joltlng and stimulating Insights 
but he severcly critictses him for 
his view thatwe should yleld to the 
secular city and for his enroneous 
Interpretation of the Bible, which 
is curiously prejudiced by the hoary 
and prejudiced Christian mistransla- 
tlon of “Tora” as “law.” As Lely- 
veld polnts out, it ts high time that 
@ moderna Christian theologian should 
know that “Tora” 1s not “law” 
(with all its Paulinc implications) 
but. “teaching,” and that it 15 there- 
fore sheer nonsense to write, as Cox 
does, of the opposition of the co- 
venant to the law, Worse still, 
argues Lelyveld, is the social nihi- 
δι of some of the death-of-God 
theologians and their deprecation 
of tha religious resistance to the 
moderu tendencies to atnip man of 
his distinctiveness. He writes; 

“When one of them belittles tho 

Soclal gospel movement and the 

utopian visions of traditional re- 

ligion, and another suggests that 
with ‘God's death’ nothing Is mor- 
ally indefensible, they must bear 

Tesponsibility for the potential 

effect of thelr iconcclasm on the 

human condition.” 

But the soclal aspect is of course 
not :the crucial issue én modern the- 
clogy.

[ue human being thus mani- 
fests itself to us as creative, 
hence infinite in his creativeness 
and eaistence.

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some exceptions the contemporary 
tendency is to alinost “socfalisc” 
religion. As akind of test cage, the 
question of prayer probably touchea 
the nerve centre of all the contem- 
porary discussions on theology. As 
Rabbi Lelyveld points out, thereal 
issue is not whether we ought to 
pray and how we should pray but 
to whom do we pray: “If God has 
no relevance to our world, or if'the 
idea of God ds inrelevant, it makes 
no sense to address Him at all.” If 
prayer lsonlya cry of distress Into 
the vold—or unto Nothingness, as 
suggested by the Jewish radical 
theologian Richard Rubenstein 
(Jerusalem Post, November 7, 1969) 
— it may be useful therapeutically 
as 8 dramatic expression of human 
need or a purgative to get rid of 
bottied-up emotions. If this is alt 
there 43 to prayer thera would he 
no justification to retain it as a 
religious ritual; in all honesty, it 
should then be relegated to serve 
ΔΒ a prop to assist overwrought or 
emotionally disturbed peopic. 

Prayer makes sense, Rabbi Lely- 
veld argues, only if it Is not viewed 
as “tolking to oncaclf" but an a 
confrontation withthe ultimate and 
aa the quest for God'sipresence. He 
criticises the Refonm Union Prayer 
Book (“anattenuated version of the 
Siddur") for its 19th century mood 
of security and safety and its omils- 
sion of all references to exile and 
sufferings. Prayer concerns the ra- 
lationship of man with the Creator 
of he universe, the Intimately 
known and beloved God — and it Js 
this view of God that has died in 
contemporary theologising. Lelyveld 
relates an anacdote which Franz 
Rosenzwelg used to tell about Her- 
mann Cohen, the famous Gonmen- 
Jewish philosopher. Cohen once cx- 
pounded his philosophical God-idea 
to an old Jew who Hvod In the uni- 
versity town of Marburg. The Jew 
listened with reverent attention, but 
when Cohen was through ho asked: 
“And where ts the boray olan?” 
Cohcn had no answer, and ‘toars 
rose in his eyes,

TH radical theologians assert 

that they have discovered the 
novel and revolutionary insight 
that God cannot be thought of as 
“up there" or “out there” or "“be- 
yond.”

China and India 


N another endless confrontation 
in Asia, the Sino-Indian confilct 
simmers in the Himalayan region, 
although happily it nas erupted only 
once. This war is the subject of 
Neville Maxwell's “India’s China 
War," based on his experiences as 
the South Asia correspondent for 
the “Times” of London, The title 
of the book e: why it has 
raised a storm of protest in India. 
Tt challenges the traditional notion 
of neutral, peace-loving and pious 
Indta, the one that so often lectures 
to Israel and others on the proper 
modea of international behaviour. . 
Now it appears, from Maxwell's 
careful tracing of Indla’s policy vis- 
aqvis- China in the 1950s, that the 
late Prime Minister Nehru and 
Irishra Menon, then Defence Minis- 
ter, were not far from provoking the 
Chinese. In the execution of this 
‘yorwerd policy” @ clash between 
the Indian polltictans "and generals 
developed. The -generats realised 
that the Chinese ‘would inffict a 
terrible blow on them, But Nehru 
and Menon ‘thought that because of 
India’s friendahip with the: Soviet 
Union, China would not lavede oe 
territory. Meanwhile they  toud 
Ms border ‘Incidents. But 
wed.to be wrong. 
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China, The neutralists, among them 
Nasser, did not heed Nehru's call 
for help and offered mediation 
Instead. Israel, as the author reveals, 
sent heavy mortars to India. The 
main casualty of this war was 
Krishna Menon. It ato spelled the 
end of India's dream of peace and 
co-exJstence in Asta. Maxwell then 
turns to the Chinese considerations: 

“As India continued to refuse 

‘egoHations or any arrangement 

for avoiding oclashes.. and as 

Indian troops in the Western 

sector pressed harder on the. 

forward Chinese positions... the 
alternatives became clearer. Ohi- 
na could either agrea to with- 
draw from the territory that 

Fudia claimed and try to nego- 

tiate a boundary settlement on 

India's terms, thua surrendering 

to India’s diplomatic and milita- 

ry pressure at the coat of her 
own pride and prestige, ag well 
as her strategic position in the 

Tibet-Sinkiang region; or China 

could take up the Indian chal- 

tenge and fight.” 

Indla fell victim to her own inept 
policy and to the Sino-Sovict con- 
Βιοῖ, which to Peking «meant that 
Russia's Nikita Khrushchev “hacked 
the reactionaries in India in their 
armed attackn an Socialist China 
ant together with the U.S., tncitol 
and helped them to perpetrate 
armed attacks on Socialist China 
by giving them milltary sid.” 

The war ended 2 month later with 
Chino’s untinteral ceasefire and 
withdrawal. Peking felt that the 
Jesson Indin Jearned was suiliclent. 
A stalemate prevails ‘along the Sinc- 
Indian border, and the = relations 
between tho two prentest nations of 
Asin are as frozen as the Himala- 
yaa which separate them. Nehru 
died in 1964. His successors prefer 
not’ to test the Chinese agaln on

the battlefield, but they are algo re- 
luctant to sit around a conference 
table, Indla'a humillatton apparently 
has not cooled her ardour to con- 
tinue to preach peace and co-exla- 
tence at others. 

This ia an important study on a 
subject which atill remains unknown 
to many scholars. Maxwell has cer- 
talnly done his homework, and 
carefully supports his ‘arguments, 
claims and interpretations with 
much evidence. He was able to 
plerce through the fog which sur- 
rounded this war, ‘to the obvious 
discomfiture of the Indians.

ΠῊΞ atream of bookg about Israel 
precipitated by the Six Day War 
continues to pour from the presses, 
each adding its mite to our sense of 
the subject, if not to our systematic 
understanding of it. 

As 8. member of the Israel foreign 
service for many years, Professor 
Avnil-Segre brings to his eubject an 
Insight into the intricate tie-up 
between domestic affairs and Israel's 
international situation which is rare 
in the published literature. And as 
an academic political scientist he is 


properly alert to the much greater: 


intricacies of Israel's historical and 
ideological origina and the extent to 
which they still largely determine 
the framework of ideas within which 
the leaders of this country com- 
prehend public affaira. i 


The result ts one of the very few 
books In English which give some- 
thing of the real flavour of domestic 
politics -- the Lavon Affalr, for ex- 
ample. And the account of the pe- 
cullar way in which the effort un- 
derlying Israel's technical aid pro- 
gramme in Africa was in part a res- 
ponse to internal soolal and moral 
imperatives ts very good. 

The book does not purport to ba 
& systematic review of the subject, 
which may be a matter for regret. 
And it is occasionally marred by 
inaccuracies (Jabotinsky was not 
eentenced to death by the British 
Mandatory authorities, but to a term 
of imprisonment). But it ts e lively 
and not un rocative look at this 
country from an interesting angle of 
vision.

For years he will 
perform before haif-empty halls 
(if he is lucky); he has to court 
the powers-that-be to get any 
kind of engagement; he must 
look anxiously for good reviews 
to start his scrap book, until the 
great day when a prestigious or- 
ehestra or impresario will take 
notico and book him. 
And even after the first 
hurdles have successfully been 
surmounted, the rat race_ con- 
thues.
